INTRODUCTION 


Writing  of  the  Year  1971  in  the  middle  of  1972,  it  is  difficult 
to  escape  from  thoughts  of  Reorganisation,  This  Council,  founded  in 
1933»  has  only  twenty  months  of  existence  left,  and  from  the  first  of 
April  197^,  it  will  be  replaced  by  a larger  district  council  combining 
Midhurst,  Petworth,  Chichester  City  and  30  Parishes  of  Chichester 
Rural  District,  The  remaining  13  Parishes  in  the  South-Eastern  part 
of  the  district  will  form  another  new  district  with  Bognor  Regis, 
Arundel,  Littlehampton  and  part  of  Worthing  Rural  District. 

So  far  it  is  by  no  means  clear  how  Public  Health  affairs  are  to 
be  organised  in  the  new  Districts,  There  is  to  be  a concurrent 
reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service,  the  main  objective  of 
which  is  to  bring  the  three,  at  present,  separately  organised  parts  of 
Medical  Care,  that  is  Hospitals,  General  Practice  and  Public  Health, 
together  within  one  organisation. 

There  will  be  no  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  future,  but 
there  will  be  a Community  Physician  responsible  for  some  of  the 
previous  Medical  Officer’s  duties.  He  will  not  be  employed  by  the 
local  authority  but  some  arrangement  will  probably  be  made  so  that  his 
advice  is  available  to  the  council  concerned. 

The  exact  division  of  duties  and  responsibilities  between  the  new 
District  Councils  and  the  new  County  Councils  is  still  being  decided 
in  the  Local  Government  Bill  but  as  far  as  Public  Health  is  concerned 
no  dramatic  transfer  of  responsibility  seems  likely  and  a Public 
Health  Department  under  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  clearly 
be  needed. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  modern  Local  Government  owes  its 
very  existence  to  the  "Sanitary  Idea"  and  "The  Inspector  of  Nuisances" 
originally  employed  by  the  Poor  Law  Union  had  the  District  Council 
formed  round  him.  Such  Councils  were  in  fact  known  as  local  Sanitary 
Authorities  and  employed  Surveyors  to  carry  out  necessary  sanitary 
v/orks  o 


The  sweeping  reorganisation  at  all  levels  is  being  carried 
through  to  a tight  schedule.  Once  the  boundaries  of  the  new  districts 
have  been  confirmed,  the  next  step  will  be  the  election  of  the  new 
Councillors  in  June  1973o  This  will  leave  just  nine  months  during 
which  staff  will  be  appointed,  decisions  made  as  to  siting  of  offices, 
departments  organised,  and  the  necessary  legal  and  financial 
arrangements  made  for  the  transfer  of  functions  from  the  old 
constituent  authorities  to  the  new  district  council.

Evidently  there  is  a busy  year  ahead  for  all  concerned,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  organisation  will  be  able  to  give  a 
better  service  to  the  public#  This  is,  after  all,  the  main  object 
of  the  exercise. 

During  1971 » the  year  under  review,  there  were  no  remarkable 
incidents.  Infectious  disease  has  over  the  years  been  driven  out  of 
its  place  as  the  chief  preoccupation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
There  remain,  however,  a few  conditions  which  have  still  to  be 
effectively  controlled.  Food  poisoning  occurs  far  too  often  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  both  its  causation  and  prevention  are  well  understood. 

It  is  not  oversimplifying  the  case  to  say  that  every  incident  of  food 
poisoning  is  caused  by  a mistake  on  somebody's  part.  Occasionally, 
the  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  or  shopkeeper,  is  at  fault.  More  often 
the  caterer  is  guilty  of  errors  of  technique  in  preparation,  cooking 
and  serving  of  food,  and  similar  errors  are  not  unknown  in  the  domestic 
kitchen. 

Meat  products  (now,  very  often,  poultry)  are  incriminated  as  the 
vehicles  of  infection  in  the  great  majority  of  outbreaks  usually 
because  the  people  concerned  have  not  followed  the  simple  rules  for 
hygienic  handling  and  cooking  of  meat. 

Butchers'  meat  is  seldom  found  to  cause  food  poisoning  because  it 
is  usually  sterilised  at  the  first  cooMng,  "Left-overs"  however, 
must  be  handled  with  care  because  the  "heating-up"  process  seldom 
provides  the  necessary:  time /temperature  combination  for  re-sterilisation. 
Indeed  the  warming  up  of  once-used  meat  often  provides  ideal  conditions 
for  incubation  and  proliferation  of  food  poisoning  organisms.  Meat, 
once  cooked,  should  be  refrigerated  as  soon  as  practicable  and  never  left 
overnight  in  the  warm  atmosphere  of  the  kitchen.  The  second  cooking 
should  be  adequate  otherwise  the  risk  of  trouble  is  always  present. 

Poultry  is  in  danger  of  undercooking  in  the  first  instance, 
particularly  where  large  birds  such  as  turkeys  are  concerned.  This 
danger  is  increased  by  stuffing  large  carcases  before  cooking  thus 
effectively  insulating  parts  of  the  bird  from  the  oven's  heat. 
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SECTION  I 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  Chichester  Rural  District,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  Country, 
covers  the  South-Western  quarter  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex. 

Formed  under  the  West  Sussex  Review  Order,  1933i  when  Westbourne 
and  Westhampnett  Rural  Districts  were  combined,  it  lies  on  the  sea  coast 
with  the  River  Arun  at  its  Eastern  boundary  and  the  County  boundary 
between  West  Sussex  and  Hampshire  to  the  West.  The  Northern  boundary 
lies  on  the  South  Downs. 

The  City  of  Chichester  is  almost  in  the  centre  of  the  District,  and 
being  the  County  Town,  it  houses  the  headquarters  of  the  West  Sussex 
County  Council,  the  Chichester  City  Council  and  the  Chichester  Rural 
District  Council.  Bognor  Regis  Urban  District  lies  towards  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  coast  line. 

Farming,  the  distributive  trades,  and  local  government  administration 
employ  the  bulk  of  the  population  inland,  while  the  coastline  - seventeen 
miles  long  - includes  the  popular  resorts  of  Middleton-on-Sea;  Pagham; 
Selsey;  Bracklesham  Bay  and  the  Witterings,  and  attracts  a large  number 
of  Summer  visitors.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supply 

The  Portsmouth  Water  Company  remains  the  main  supplier  of  water  to  the 
Chichester  Rural  District,  but  the  North  West  Sussex  Water  Board  and  the 
Worthing  Corporation  supply  a small  number  of  houses  in  parts  of  the 
parishes  of  Upwaltham  and  Tortington  respectively. 

The  supplies  are  constant  and  generally  adequate  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  distribution  areas.  All  water  supplied  is  chlorinated  before 
distribution. 

The  latest  analysis  of  drinking  water  supplied  in  the  District  showed 
a fluoride  content  of  less  than  0,1  parts  per  million. 

The  appendix  which  follows  shows  the  number  of  dwellings  and  means  of 
water  supply  for  each  Parish  in  the  Rural  District,  Piped  water  is 
provided  to  over  99%  of  all  houses  from  one  or  other  of  the  water  under- 
takings, and  of  the  remaining  houses,  0,67%  have  a piped  supply  from 
private  estates. 

The  Portsmouth  Water  Company  assumed  responsibility  for  the  water 
supply  to  the  Parish  of  Madehurst  on  the  4th  January,  197"! » following 
completion  of  the  scheme  to  provide  a new  distribution  system. 

Negotiations  with  the  Company  also  continued  with  a view  to  effecting 
an  improvement  to  the  water  supply  in  the  Chilgrove  hamlet  of  the  Parish 
of  West  Dean,  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  intimated 
that  they  were  about  to  enter  into  a guarantee  agreement  with  the  Company 
to  provide  a public  water  supply  for  the  first  time  to  the  area  in 
question. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  works  on  this  scheme  will  be  commenced 
during  1972. 

Portsmouth  Water  Company 

This  Company  are  virtually  the  sole  suppliers  of  water  throughout  the 
District  providing  a supply  to  40  of  the  42  parishes  concerned.  Supplies 
are  obtained  from  bores  or  wells  at  :

As  has  been  mentioned  earlier  in  this  Section,  the  private  estate 
supply  at  Madehurst  has  now  been  replaced  by  the  Portsmouth  Water 
Company’s  mains,  and  work  is  expected  to  commence  during  1972  on  a 
similar  replacement  in  the  hamlet  of  Chilgrove,  West  Deano 
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Sampling 

Ten  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examinationo  The  sample  from  a private  estate  supply 
proved  satisfactory  as  were  seven  of  the  samples  from  the  Portsmouth  Water 
Company.  The  remaining  two  samples  were  reported  upon  as  unsatisfactory 
and  the  source  of  contamination  was  traced  to  the  kitchen  taps  in  each  case. 

The  sampling  programme  of  the  Portsmouth  Water  Company  covers  the 
whole  area  of  supply  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  each  week  from 
the  treated  water  from  each  source o The  raw  waters  where  coliforms  are 

frequently  found  are  examined  weekly,  and  the  purer  sources  monthly. 
Chemical  samples  are  examined  monthly  from  each  source  of  supply o

Smallpox 

In  July  197'' 1 the  Secretary  of  State  accepted  the  advice  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that  smallpox  vaccination  need  no 
longer  be  given  to  children  as  a routine,  because  the  risk  of  serious 
complications  from  vaccination  now  outweighed  the  risk  of  the  British  public 
being  exposed  to  smallpox.  Smallpox  vaccination  was  therefore  immediately 
deleted  from  the  County  Council’s  current  immunisation  schedule,  and  as  a 
result,  no  statistics  for  smallpox  vaccination  and  re-vaccinations  are 
included  for  197'' •
